Soldiers and 
guardsmen 


were mobilized Saturday for 
flood fighting in the mid- 
west, and an 
unexpected 


blast of cold heaped fresh 
damage on the California 
citrus crop. 


Floods, 
following 
drenching 


rains, already have driven more 
than 
4,000 persons 
from their 


homes in the midwest and south. 
Although the crisis still is to come 
for several cities, waters are re- 
ceding in some areas and at least 
1,000 peisons have returned to 
their dwellings. 


A v/ave of cold, clear air bore 


down on the midwest from Can- 
ada, easing the flood threat mo- 
mentarily, but forecasters said it 
would be short lived. The freeze 
is expected to slow the runoff 
of ground waters into swollen 
rivers and streams. 
Situation Serious 
Eight hundred soldiers were or- 


dered to leave Fort Knox, Ky. 
Saturday 
for 
Vincennes, 
Ind., 


where the crest of the rampaging 
Wabash river is expected the 
middle of the week. The city's 
National Guard unit was ordered 
to be ready to assist them. Of- 
ficials in the city of 18,000 said 
the situation was serious but not 
alarming. The soldiers are expect- 
ed to strengthen 
area. 


The Embarrass

which 


joins the Wabash river near Vin- 
cennes began pouring over rich 
farmland between Vincennes and 
Lawrenceville, 111., when a levee

feet above the 1943 flood crest 
About 100 square miles of farm- 
land were inundated by two levee 
breaks in the area. 


Meanwhile, a heavy snow storm 


ended a long spell of summer-in- 
January weather in the northeast 
and a bright sun began meltinj 
away an icy mantle that coated 
much of the southeast. 
Burn Rubber Tires 
The California freeze was the 


worst on record in some spots 
Crop damage was heavy, especial- 
ly in high areas where growers 
did not anticipate it. Some grow- 
ers, their smudge pot fuel ex- 
hausted by a long siege of cold 
burned rubber tires to ward away 
frost. 


The mercury dropped 
to 19 


degrees at Riverside, lowest since 
the city started keeping weather 
records in 1902. Possibly one 
third of the citrus crop there was 
damaged. San Bernardino had 21 
degrees, coldest of the 
season 


The forecast, 
cheering 
growers, 


was cloudiness and rain by late 
Sunday. 


Florida citrus 
trade 
officials 


said the west coast freeze un- 
doubtedly will affect fruit prices 
for the rest of the season, but 
warned Florida growers to go 
slow on trying to cash in. Florida 
growers were ugcd to use re- 
straint lest' heavy shipments send 
the market tumbling. 


P'loods also plagued Mississippi 


and Tennessee, but no serious 
damage was expected. Governors 
of both states, however, ordered 
National Guard units to stand by 
for any emergency.

Dixie have caused several drown- 
ings, and losses to livestock. There 
was some Hooding in western 
and southwestern 
Ohio, but no 


serious danger appeared.

Tnc Red Cross, estimating four 


members to a family, said 1,300 
were driven fiom their homes by 
flood waters in Illinois. 2.000 in 
Indiana and . 700 in Missouri. A 
few residents also were made 
homeless by floods in Mississippi 
and Tennessee. 


A Red Cross spokesman said 


some 1,000 persons evacuated in 
Indiana 
had returned 
to their 


homes when the waters receded.)

"Early Wednesday morning, De- 


cember 21, an ice storm . settled 
down over Missouri, bringing back 
memories of the storms of last 
January.

to Hannibal. Ice formed up two 
inches thick with the worst con- 
ditions around Sedalia and Hanni- 
bal. 


"3y the following morning 270 


long distance circuits were oat 
and 19 Missouri towns were iso- 
lated. Although the freezing rain 
had stopped, temperatures stayed 
below freezing and damage con- 
tinued to mount. Wind against the 
ice-laden linas snapped poles and 
broke wires. 


Rushed Crews On 


"Restoration crews were rushec 


from other parts of the company 
to aid Missouri • crews already on 
the job. Soon, help was arriving 
from Arkansas, Kansas, Oklahoma 
and Texas. By Thursday, 556 tele- 
phone men were working in the 
storm area. But the v/ind and ice 
battled them at every turn. Al- 
though many circuits were restor- 
ed, still others went out. Wire 
breaks were repaired, only to have 
others occur down the line. 


"The ice flattened power lines 


too, 
throwing live .wires across 


telephone lines 
and hampering 


restoration. In Sedalia and Hanni- 
bal telephone drop wires were 
being broken, telephones were go- 
ing out of service. 


"From Thursday afternoon to 


Friday morning the damage con- 
tinued to rise. Although by now 
the number of broken toll circuits

"Hones," said Louis Shaw, "are 
•bout the best teachers in the 
Baltimore public school system." 


Then, taking his tongue out of 


his cheek, the principal of High- 
wood school at suburban Canton 
aville went on to explain: 


"Horses never complain, am 


they bring out the best in th 
boys. 
Whenever I can't talk t 


a boy, the hores can. "The lad 
just can't say goodby to a horse. 
From which you may gather tha

curriculum. 


It's no riding academy—far from 


It.

So, Highwood figures, start by 


letting them exert a little author 
ity—plus the responsibility that' 
part of it. 
Horses serve well 


The youngsters care for them 
drive them, ride them, love them 
Certain subtle, but Important 
bonds are established. 


There are other animals who 


help exert that mute influence 
toward rehabilitation which is 
carefully nursed along by the 
teachers. The farm has the usua 
stock—cows, hogs, chickens, cats 


The farm is run without any 


hired help at all. 
The kids do 


everything, from caring for the 
livestock to working in the din- 
ing room. They mend the tools 
paint the fences, build and repair 
the wagons. 
Boys Strike Roots 
Even though they don't live 


there, the boys strike roots, Shaw 
says.

Everywhere He Roams. Ben 
Burman Finds a Book

NEW-YORK—(NEA)—Ben Lu- 


cien Burman is'a quiet little man 
in an old tweed suit who looks 
>s if he belonged to the worn 
and comfortable downtown hotel, 
where he stays in New York, the 
way one worn and comfortable 
glove belongs to another. 


If he were to write a book about 


that aged hostelry, however, Ben 
Burman doubtless would go to 
Tibet to do it. 
"He went to a North African 
oasis 
to 
white 
"Mississippi," 


"Steamboat Round the Bend" and 
"Blow for Landing," the river 
books'on which he first rode to 
prominence among American nov- 
elists. He went to Florida to 
•write "Roosters Crows tof Day," 
• novel set In the Congo. 


He roamed Kentucky, Tennes- 


see, Arkansas, Louisville, Texas 
and Missouri for "Everywhere I 
Roam," his newest novel, and then 
roamed again in places like Mex- 
ico, California and the carernous 
corridors of his hotel in New York 
while he put down the words. 
• 
But the trip to Tibet is unlike- 


ly, as are words by Burman about 
New York. Even the haunt of the 
steamboat whistles 
that" taught 


him, 
as a Kentucky boy, his first 


wanderer's song cannot lure him 
Into wintry places. And while his 
scheme of life dictates that he 
come to New York, a little while 
each year or so, he'has no heart 
for a big city story. 


"The only people I can write 


•bout," he says, "are those very 
close to the soil and water." 


Captain Asa and most of the 


others who people "Everywhere 
I Roam" are "close to the soil — 
and close to the Cumberland hills. 
Nevertheless, Asa's futile journey 
to escape new roads and juke 
boxes, and to keep his children 
from joining the new world, cov- 
ers a big and richly drawn slice 
of America. Critics say it is Ben 
Burman's best book—"more com- 
pelling 
and 
more 
beautifully 


written than anything he has 
done" is the way Carl Cramer 
puts it. 


There' was once, though that 


he did' write about the city: Sun- 
day supplement stories about suc- 
cess (to which he refused to sign 
his right name) and about crime. 
Then he went back to Kentucky 
to write what he wanted—and 
went hungry. 


In hunger,, one day, he sent a 


detective novelette to NBA Serv- 
ice. Newspaper fiction was in full 
cry' then, and he got a contract 
and an advance to stretch the 
•tory to book length. 


With steamboat whistles in his 


ears, Burman took the advance 
and went to Pad* to 
finish 


"Jungle Breath;" it was set in 
South America, where he's never 
been. 


"Now I never write about any- 


thing I don't know intimately," 
ha says. But "Jungle Breath" had 
ended his worst hunger period. 
There was i another, a year or so 
later, when he had to borrow 
stamps so he sould exchange them 
for carfare. Then the old Pictorial 
Review bought a river story, 
"Minstrels of the Mist." 
It had 


been rejected, elsewhere, 43 times. 


."Within 10 days, from poverty, 


I sold or contracted for $8000 in 
river stories. It sounds like one 
of the 'success articles I hated to 
write," Burman recalls now. 


The 
installments of 
"Jungle 


Breath" traveled from Paris in 
NEA envelopes Burman had very 
thriftily taken with him. "Min- 
strels of the Mist" made the 
rounds in NEA envelopes and ,so 
have his'manuscripts since then. 
.When he's in New York he. re- 
plenishes the supply, no longer 
lor thrift but because they once 
kept him from giving up his 
river. 


Critics 
call . Burmap's 
work', 


since the river stories began, bal- 
ladry in prose. He calls it the- 
matic, with a symphonic pattern. 
He has written many a poetic 
ballad, too — once he wrote a 
long one for NEA on the second 
Hall-Mills trial, and he wrties 
them for his books when he can- 
not find one, in mountain or river 
lore, to fit. . '. . • 
- "One of my earliest recollec-

tions is hearing ballad singers in 
the market place at Covington," 
he remembers. "And I remember 
the steamboat whistles, caliopes 
and moonshiners, tall lanky fel- 
lows brought in from the hills.

He does this by roaming among 


them, in an old car or on horse- 
back; by lugging a mandolin with 
him as a reminder that he be- 
longs there, even if he is often 
in the outlands; by leaning back 
in a chair and picking out a tune 
with, a back country fiddler, 
levee' roustabout, a river shanty- 
man. 


When he. tells about these ex- 


periences, his eyes and niouth 
tune up like a'mountain man. at 
a singing. His arm saws like a 
country store fiddler and Ben 
Burman no longer looks as if he 
belongs on the brick and mahog-

Of- 
ficials said it evidently was put 
in by workmen employed on the 
job.

Money Sent 
To Missouri 


For Social Welfare, 
Educational And 
Health Programs 


KANSAS CITY, Jan. 7—(K>)— 


Missouri received $63,028,252 and 
Kansas $20,423,046 from the fed- 
eral government last year for so- 
cial welfare, health and educa- 
tional programs. 


The figures were announced to- 


day by James W. Doarn, regional 
director of the Federal Security 
Agency with headquarters here. 


The figures, he explained, in- 


cluded payments under the Fed- 
eral Old Age and Survivors In- 
surance Program. 


A total of 254,599 men, women 


and children in Missouri and 78,- 
142 in Kansas benefited directly, 
he said, in funds added to the 
states' investment in health, edu- 
cation, 
welfare, 
vocational 
re- 


habilitation and social security. 


Individual Benefits 
"These citizens received indi- 


vidual benefits or services dur- 
ing the past year through Fed- 
eral Security Agency programs in 
their own communities, most of 
them with the cooperation of both 
state and national governments," 
Doarn said. 


"These direct beneficiaries," he 


added, "include children who get 
health care, or who' are depend- 
ent or in danger of becoming de- 
linquent, the needy, the blind, dis- 
abled men and women being re- 
habilitated into jobs, old people 
receiving.assistance, and those re- 
ceiving 
federal ' social 
security 


benefits, including both retired 
workers and the families of in- 
sured workers who have died." 


At Issue With . 
Smith Report 


JEFFERSON CITY, Jan.,.7—(/P) 


—Gov. Forrest Smith, Democrat, 
last week "underwent some severe 
contortions in soundly whacking 
himself on the back for the first 
year of his administration," jeered 
the house 
republican 
minority 


leader today. 


Rep. W. D. Cruce 
of 
Cedar 


county, the Republican, issued a 
public statement taking issue with 
Smith on everyp oint the governor 
made in his report to the people. 


"With only one-fourth of the 


game over," Cruce wrote, "he has 
chosen to claim a victory already 
for his side — hoping that the 
fumbles, misplays, miscues 
and 


lost yardage by his team will be 
somehow overlooked by the spec- 
tator who pay heavily in tax 
money for the privilege of seeing 
the game." 


Cruce called the governor's iirst 


year report a "sugar coated puff." 


He said of the 12 points Smith 


outlined in his inaugural address 
a year ago, "he could only get 
parts of four points passed (by 
the Democratic controlled legisla- 
ture)." 


The governor said crime was at 


its lowest ebb in years. 


Cruce retorted: 
"Pick up the newspapers almost 


any day and you read 'about these 
gambling raids. Oh no, there is 
no gambling in Missouri! so says 
the governor with feigned piety, 
but the people know differently."

PRAGUE, Czechoslovakia, Jan. 7 


—W)—Communist Czechoslovakia 
expelled the tour senior western 
news correspondents today reduc- 
ing western press representation 
in this country to four men. 


Those 
expelled 
are 
Richard 


Kasischke, Associated Press chief 
of bureau and Rob Roy Bucking- 
ham, 
senior United Press corres- 


pondent, both Americans; Miss 
Amber Bousouglou, correspondent 
of the French Press agency (AFP) 
and Eric Bourne of Great Britain's 
Kemsiey newspapers. 


The charges against these four 


were that they presented an "un- 
objective" picture of Czechoslo- 
vakia to the western world, that 
they failed "to . report 
all sides 


fairly, and that they had "con- 
nections" with Czechs who are 
deemed reactionary by the Com- 
munist government. 


The AP and UP men challenged 


Bcdrich Runge, deputy chief of 
the foreign ministry press depart- 
ment, to back up his accusations 
by , producing specific examples 
He'declined to do so. 


Kasischke and NatePolowetzlcy, 


who now will assume 'charge of 
the AP's Prague bureau also ask- 
ed the 
Czech officials 
to say 


whether the official Soviet news 
agency, Tass, would have its rep- 
resentation here halved. The of- 
ficials replied they did not know. 


The four reporters—the ones 


selected for expulsion were those 
who had been here the longest— 
followed the Czechoslovak story 
while the government placed new 
restrictions on the Roman Catho- 
lic church, purged officialdom and 
the Communist party, and started 
drievs to stam pout the middle 
class and to collective agriculture. 


This is not the first time Com- 


munist Czechoslovakia has expel- 
led western newsapermen, but it 
is the first time a group was ex- 
pelled at once. 


Ousted Number Ten 
The expulsion brought to 10 the 


number of reporters ousted under 
pressure in the last six months. 
The others included Godfrey Lias 
of the London Times, Harold Me- 
lan of the United Press, a French- 
man, a Swiss, and two Australians 
who worked for American and 
British newspapers. 


The four correspondents were 


told today the government has de- 
cided to limit foreign agencies in 
Prague to one foreign correspon- 
dent each. The four who will re- 
main here will represent the AP, 
the UP, Reuters and the French 
pres sagency. 


A foreign ministry spokesman 


told the AP and UP men they 
could nominate replacements for 
the ousted men if they wished. 
The 
correspondents . asked 
for 


written assurance such nominees 
would be accepted. The response 
to this was: "We don't do such 
things."

Figuring Income from Pensions, Rents and Trusts 


The computation is rather dif- 


ficult to understand. The idea is to 
divide any such income into two 
parts — one 
representing 
the 


money you paid into the plan 
(which is not taxed) and the other 
representing 
interest 
on 
your 


money (which) is taxed. 
After 


you have received back tax-free 
all the money you put in, then 
the remaining payments are taxed 
in full. Don't worry if you can't 
understand the significance-of the 
computation. 
Just follow direc-

WASHINGTON — The United 


States is now weaker in the 
Pacific than it was before Pearl 
Harbor, believes Senator William 
F. Knowland, whose eye-witencss 
report on the < Orient has stirred 
GOP leaders to demand U. S. aid 
in Formosa. 


The California Republican, back 


from a month long, 35,000-mile 
air trip through 
the Far East, 


offers this five-point program for 
a new American foreign policy in 
the Orient: 


1. Do not recognize Commun- 


ist China. 


2. Expedite distribution of the 


$75,000,000 appropriated by Con- 
gress last year for use in support 
of Far Eastern democratic gov- 
ernments. 


3. Send a U. S. mission to For- 


mosa to advise the 
Nationalist 


government on defenses, and to 
supervise American aid. 


4. 
Unfreeze the $94,000,000 of 


Marshall Plan aid already allo- 
cated for Nationalist China. 
If 


this money is not spent by Feb. 
1, it must be returned to the 
treasury. 


5. Strengthen ¥. S. naval forces 


in the Pacific. 


The senator endorsed the recent 


assignment 
of another 
aircraft 


carrier to the U. S. naval forces 
in the Far East, but 'indicated 
further 
strengthening 
would. be 


advisable. 


As head o£ the proposed U. S. 


advisory mission to Formosa Sen. 
Knowland suggests someone of 
the caliber of Lieut. Gen. Albert 
C. Wedemeyer, who succeeded 
•Gen. Stillwell in command of U. 
S. forces in China during the 
war; or Brig. Gen. William L. Ro- 
berts, chief of the U. S. military 
advisory group to the Republic of 
Korea. 


Senator Knowland visited Ko- 


rea, Japan, Formosa, Hong Kong, 
China, the Philippines, Guam and 
Hawaii on his tour. 
He was in 


Chungking the day it fell to Com- 
munist forces. 


He found morale of Nationalist 


troops on the mainland of China 
pretty well broken, largely be- 
cause of lack of pay and food. 
The going rate of payment for 
Chinese troops is one silver dol- 
lar a month — when there is any 
silver. 
When there is not. the 


troops are issued a $1 certificate, 
which is worth about 10 cents. 
Food allowances are the'equiva- 
lent to $1.50 in U. S. money, per 
month. ^ Much of the time there 
has been not only no food allow- 
ance but no food.

NEW ..YORK—(/P)—It is a sad 


and bitter thing to see a great 
newspaper die. 


And that's the way it was this 


week when the famous New York 
Sun ceased publication as a' sep- 
arate entity after more than 116 
years. 


Bought by Publisher Roy How- 


ard, its good will and name will 
live on as the merged New York 
World-Telegram and the Sun. 
.But the New York Sun as such 


—the Sun that Charles-A. Dana 
made into a national institution- 
was dead. 
That is the way the 


men and women who put it out 
felt. 


Held a Wake 
After the paper'had been put to 


bed for the last time, they fc.eld a 
wake for it in a nearby bc,r. 
It 


was the quietest wake in news- 
paper history. 


Only about a score of the edi- 


torial staff of 190 attended the in- 
formal obsequies. The rest, stun- 
ned, 
had simply gone home. 


An odd thing about the wake 


was that few of the men and wo- 
men talked about how the shut- 
down 
would 
affect 
themselves, 


how hard it would be for most 
of them to find ribw jobs in an 
overcrowded field. 


The-ykept their personal prob- 


lems to themselves. 
What they 


wanted to talk about was theii 
paper, the New York Sun, which 
some of them had worked on for 
35 to 45 years. For a newspaper 
staff, like an army, has pride of 
service. 
And the Sun had been 


America's first 
"Newspaperman's 


Newspaper." 


Unbelievable 
"How-could anything 116 years 


old die?" asked one reporter un- 
believingly.

Economists Should Tone Down 
Gobbledygook to Gain Readers

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—As something to 


take for a sustained New Year's hangover, the 
latest report of the President's Council of Eco- 
nomic Advisers is not recommended. 


The title of this 38-page publication is "Busi- 


ness and Government." The general intent seems 
to be that they should get along better. 


It would of course be good news to many 


businessmen if they could'read that the govern- 
ment had turned over a new leaf for this second 
half of the 20th century. Hopefully they may 
pick up the bright-blue-backcd, 
pocket-size 


pamphlet. It is about the right length for read- 
ing at a single sitting. But wait till they try. 
The first two sentences go like this: 


"The balanced emphasis which the Employ- 


ment Act places upon the merits and responsi- 
bilities of free enterprise and free government 
is typically American and yet of universal im- 
port at this mid-point in the 20th century. In 
the last century the philosophic base was laid 
for extremist doctrines that these two freedoms 
were irreconcilable, and that one or the other 
would give way under the impact of industrial 
concentration, disparate wealth, and popular 
communication." 


Are you still hero? Many would-be readers 


will probably quit at this point. But for those 
hardy souls who can take more of same, fur- 
ther perusal will reveal many gems of economic 
gobbledygook. 
Figure This One Out 
On page five it says: "The first trend in the 


attitude of government toward business seems 
to the Council to be this: the doctrine of secular 
stagnation no longer finds place in any impor- 
tant public circle with which we are familiar." 


What does it mean? "Secular" means worldly, 


or non-spiritual, and "stagnation" means no 
growth. But it's even money that if you called 
up President Truman or any member of his 
Cabinet and asked them if they believed in 
"secular stagnation," they wouldn't know. 


But wait a minute. At the bottom ,of the page 


it says there is a firm conviction that our busi- 
ness system can and should continue to grow. 
Maybe1 that's what it means. Why didn't they 
say so in the first place? 


There are other sentences in the report that 


stop you cold. Try this one as a sample for size 
and syntax: "In', an economy fore-doomed to 
inability to provide an adequate standard of 
living for all industrious families, there might 
be some reason for according the reshaping of 
output priority over efforts to increase output." 


Here's another: ". . . contending individuals 


or groups in a free society could never arrive 
at viable agreements as to what share of na- 
tional income each should get by the unalloyed 
application of social principles. Any effort to 
apply such principles fully or even excessively 
would involve the whole nation in fracas and 
confusion." 
' 


There's More to Come 
There's enough contusion trying' to under- 


stand them. Try another: 


"Under our system of law and administration, 


many adjustments to new situations arc made 
interstitially without organic reconstruction of 
the legal framework." 


That word "interstitially" 
means "in the 


cracks" and why they don't use short words 
like that to say what they mean is hard to guess. 


"A still better understanding between govern- 


ment and business would result," the report says 
on page 21, "if the excessive separation were 
lessened between 'economic' and 'social' pro- 
grams." 


It would of course be too direct just to tell 


'em to get together. But that isn't the way these 
economists write. They'd rather talk about "af- 
firmative facilitation," as this report docs, in- 
stead of just "make things easier." 


And—they ask you—"How can we steer be- 


tween the dangers of absolutist freedom and 
the deadliness of absolutistic security? And 
Echo answers: "How?" 


To give the impression -that all 38 pages of 


this report are filled with such high-faltttin' 
language would be wrong. And it is dirty pool 
to take passages out of context to condemn a 
whole report for a few defects in form. In be- 
tween the purple passages quoted above there 
is no doubt much that is understandable to pro- 
fessors of economics and philosophers. 


But if they want to get these things read and 


—more important—if they, want to get these 
things understood, they'd better start singing 
something simple.

Taft Predicts GOP Will Fail To

WASHINGTON.—For Republican ears only, 


Senator Taft gloomily predicted that the GOP 
will not recapture the Congress this November, 
and as n result the issue of the "social state" 
won't be decided until the 1952 presidential 
election. 


Talking shop with GOP Senators behind 


closed doors,-Taft solemnly added that he him- 
self didn't care to come back to the Senate 
"if the Republican membership is decreased." 


Taft took the floor after colleagues hailed 


his re-election 
as 
the 
most 
important 
to 


the Republican cause. New Hampshire's tart- 
tongued Senator Charles Tobey almost turned 
the meeting into a Taft rally with an emotional 
speech. 


"The most important thing to the Senate and 


the country is to re-elect a man who has had 
guts to vote how he stood," rang out Tobcy, 
who disagrees with Taft as often as any Re- 
publican in the Senate. 


Tobey even offered to "talk to some of the 


people of Ohio—some of the humble people." 


"All the people of Ohio are humble," chirped 


Taft's junior colleague from Ohio, "Handsome 
John" Bricker. 


Taft then stood up and told applauding Sena- 


tors: "I don't want to come back if the Re- 
publican membership is decreased. I want to 
sec all of you come back who are here now— 
and a few more. I don't expect the Republicans 
to get a majority in November, but the impor- 
tant thing ii to win some gams. The whole | 


issue of the social state won't bo settled any- 
how until 1952." 
Bare GOP Cupboard 
Main issue of the GOP senatorial meeting 


was whether to draft a statement of GOP "aims 
and purposes" for the 1950 campaign. Opinion 
on this was by no means unanimous. Sen. Henry 
Cabot Lodge, Jr., astute Massachusetts blue 
blood, spoke for the majority when he reluc- 
tantly agreed to a statement oC GOP aims. Nor- 
mally he would be against such a statement at 
this time, he said, since both parties set down 
their aims in the 1948 platforms. 


"But in view ot all the publicity," Lodge 


argued, "if wo don't restate our aims, it might 
look as if we didn't .want to." 


Lodge also pointed out that contributions had 


stopped flowing into the GOP campaign chest 
and suggested that a statement of aims might 
increase the flow. 


But Colorado's Senator Eugene Millikin shook 


his bald and shiny head. 


"If you have a statement of aims to please 


not the little contributors, but the big con- 
tributors," he warned, "it would lake us back 
not to the oxcart age but to the antediluvian 
age." 


Maine's Senator Owen Brewstcr broke in 


tauntingly that he had hoard Lodge remark 
on a television program that he was in sym- 
pathy with only 80 per cent of the Republican 
platform anyhow. 


Sen. George Aikcn of Vermont then jumped 


up and announced he favored 90 per cent of 
the Republican platform—"probably more." 


"What part of the 1948 platform do you want 


to change?" Aikcn demanded. 


But his question was never answered. In the 


end,' the conference agieed to appoint a com- 
mittee to help draft- a new GOP statement. This 
brought two Senators to their ieel to announce 
they would rctuse to serve on the committee. 
They were Senators Wayne Morse ot Oregon 
and Bourke Hickenlooper of Iowa, who said they 
preferred to run on their own records. 


It was clear that the 1950 campaign was on. 
NOTE—There was one new voice at the GOP 


Senators' conference. He was newly appointed 
Senator Harry Darby of Kansas, who recited 
a short statement that he would try to measure 
up to the standards set by his fellow Senators. 


"You'll have to do better than that," boomed 


Senator Vandenborg merrily. 
New A-Bonib Plan 


Inside reason why David Lilicnthal postponed 


his resignation from December to February 15 


was on Truman's personal plea that he stay 
on for six moie weeks to prepare a new inter- 
national control plan for atomic energy super- 
seding the old Baruch plan. 


The Baruch plan was conceived on the idea 


that Russia would not have the bomb before 
1954. In other words it was based on an Ameri- 
can-atomic monopoly. Since Russia now has the 
bomb, the Ba-ruch plan is outdated,'and Lilien- 
tiial is framing new proposals to be submitted 
to the United Nations this spring. 


IVIcrry-Go-Round 
John L. Sullivan, former Secretary of Navy, 


is branching into public relations. He will be 
the new chairman of Allied Syndicate—a New 
York public relations firm. . . . There'll be no 
more strain on Senators' voices in the remodeled 
Senate chamber. A four-hour acoustics test by 
the Bureau of Standards demonstrated 
that 


Senators can now whisper their speeches and 
still be heard. . . '. The annual income-tax head- 
ache \yill be bigger this year. Uncle Sam has 
sent out 593,000,000 tax forms—39 different 
varieties. . . . Senate-Democratic leaders are 
strengthening their hand to put over President 
Truman's tax proposals. The Democratic ma- 
jority on the key Senate Finance committee is 
being increased from 7-6 to 8-5.

EC is trying to forecast what will happen when 
Stalin's dictatorship collapses. 
Britisli Divert Funds 
U.S. banking and business leaders arc mapping 


a strong drive to put a reservation on 1950 
Marshall plan appropriations. They will insist 
that before any more money goes to Britain, 
the British government must put a stop to the 
practice of paying off her debts with borrowed 
dollars. 


Indirectly, Britain has been using EGA funds 


to liquidate her war debts to such countries 


, as Egypt, India, and Pakistan. 


Therefore U.S. bankers point out that aid to 


Britain is being weakened by this practice; also 
that these countries are getting the benefit of 
British purchases which should be enjoyed by 
the United States. 


NOTE—Inside fact is -that British treasury 


officials—as distinct from the foreign office— 
are in favor of putting an end to this debt 
liquidation, or at least cutting it down.

This brings on acute uremic poisoning, generally fatal, unless .1he 
condition is quickly relieved. For that purpose, the AHis-Chalmers Company, in Milwaukee, de- 
veloped an artificial kidney, shown in photo-diagram above. It is a refinement and improvement of 
a design by Dr. W. J. Kollf, of Holland. Presented to Columbia Hospital, Milwaukee, it was first 
used.on a 55-year-old Grand Rapids, Mich., salesman, in whom uremic poisons had been accumulat- 
ing for six days. Doctors said that without relief his case was hopeless. He was conscious and 
aware of the treatment the entire three hours during which his blood flowed through -the machine. 
Two weeks after the treatment, he walked out of the hospital saying he felt "better now than I have 
for years." A second mechanical kidney has been built and presented to'Marquette University 


Medical School by an anonymous donor. 


Illinois Wardens Take to Air 
Give Game Violators the Bird

SPRINGFIELD, 
111. (NEA) 


— Fish and fiame violators in 
Illinois have something more than 
the game warden to contend with. 
A 'radio-controlled system, involv- 
ing boats, cars and airplanes, has 
been successfully placed in op- 
eration by the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Conservation. 


Key to the operation is a re- 


connaissance plane, which spots 
suspected violators. It radios the 
information to ground f o r c e s 
cruising rivers and nearby roads 
in boats and automobiles. 


In one test, which resulted in 


the arrest of three men taking 
ducks out of season on the Illi- 
nois river, the observation plane 
was flown by William E. Morrison 
of Springfield, a former navy 
flier. He followed the movements 
of the suspected men, the ground 
crews moved in to investigate and 
the arrests followed. 


The autos and the boats of the 


C o n s e r v a tion Department are 
clearly marked with a huge white 
cross, so the flier can easily iden- 
tify them from the air. 


In another test nearly 100 de- 


partment investigators participat- 
ed in a three-day maneuver which 
was unofficially 
tagged "Opera- 


lion Bluebird" because 
of the 


bright hue of the plane. 


First step in the man hunt was 


a council of war the night before 
in Peoria, at which all participants 
were told their .specific duties. 
Director Leonard Schwartz of the 
Conservation 
Department 
and 


Samuel Carney, 'chief inspector, 
briefed the men in game enforce- 
ment methods.

gators split into three groups— 
airplane 
observers,

and boat crews. The plane took 
off with a pre-arranged signal to
